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Cutting Programs Tantamount to Cutting off Nose

The last few issues of Lambda 
have carried a running letter cam- 
paign by those who must make cuts 
in the programs offered here at L.U, 
and those who must oppose it. Paul 
Cappon, Vice-President, Academic, 
maintains that L.U. is too broadly 
spaced out in terms of the programs it 
offers, and some may have to cut or 
scaled back. Students affected by 
those cuts argue that they endanger 
the academic careers of students who 
are currently in the programs with 
little assistance offered. 

As a student myself, I natu- 
rally side with the students. Years of 
work put in, only to lose the chance to 
graduate because of cuts made by a 
seemingly distant body, is not fair 
and should not be tolerated by stu- 
dents. But there are other reasons 
why these cuts are wrong. 

Although we are all required 
to pick majors, our education here is 
not of a homogenous nature. By the 




time we graduate after four years, a 
tapestry of disciplines should make 
up what we have learned. Every pro- 
gram here at Laurentian offers the 
chance for a student to broaden their 
horizons. I myself happen to be a psy- 
chology major, but after four years 



I've taken courses in Latin, classical 
studies, sociology, computers, reli- 
gion, and political science, among 
others. 

All these courses helped me 
think in ways that I frankly don't 
remember existing before. While at 



first glance those courses look rather 
disparate, they all formed a mosaic 
that helped me form a (hopefully) 
coherent world view. I doubt I would 
know today that all of these seem- 
ingly different things are intercon- 
nected had I not taken the courses. 

This mosaic will be eroded 
with every program that is scaled 
back (and, let's not fool ourselves, 
ultimately cut). Although some pro- 
grams are being expanded, this can- 
not come at the cost of existing pro- 
grams. These decisions cannot sim- 
ply be made on abstract concept like 
'centrality'. Academia exists for its 
own sake. 

If L.U. cuts or scales back 
programs than they are doing a dis- 
service to the students who come 
here. Once a program is scaled back 
or cut, then it's gone for good. L.U. is 
one a few universities in Canada 
which is operating a surplus, so there 
is no reason why 'adjustments' in 
programs must be made. 

Today it is a few programs. 
What are we going to lose tomorrow? 
Write or call Dr. Cappon and tell him 
that you are opposed to cuts in pro- 
grams. The concentration you save

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German "not central" 



It has come to my attention 
that the Academic Planning Com- 
mittee of L.U. will recommend to 
Senate that, as part of the general 
streamlining, the teaching of Ger- 
man not continue as a separate pro- 
gram. German would be reduced from 
five courses to three courses and be- 
come merely a component in a Mod- 
ern Language program. 

First, such a change would 
mean that students at L.U. could no 
longer take German as a concentra- 
tion. May this not lead to students in 
fields like economics who wish a 
double major (economics with Ger- 
man) choosing to go somewhere else? 



Secondly, is not the proposed change 
merely the kiss of death, for the pro- 
gram? As I understand it, the Russian 
program is scheduled to go this very 
route. First, its course offerings were 
cut and because that led to a drop in 
enrollment, it is now proposed that it 
be "abandoned". I would, therefore, 
like to protest while the program is 
still alive and can be supported and, 
perhaps, enhanced. 

Next, although the committee 
views the quality of the German pro- 
gram as "satisfactory", it puts it in the 
category of programs which are "not 
central" to the mission of the univer- 
sity , and that, to my mind, is aconten- 



tious argument. 

Certainly space would not al- 
low me here to sketch the importance 
of German to science, architecture, 
history, politics, economics, archeol- 
ogy, theology, literature and music. 
One can not study any of the above 
fields without realizing that many of 
the key figures and contributors are 
German. The key to the German mind 
and the "open sesame" to all these 
contributors is the study of the Ger- 
man language and culture. It can not 
reasonably be argued that the above 
areas are not "central" to a university. 
Perhaps some of our readers can flesh 
out just how important German is to 
one or another area. 
Finally, in the brouhaha following 
the annual issue of Macleans' magazi- 



ne on university ranking, it was poin- 
ted out by the President of L.U. that 
this university has a mandate to serve 
the people of this area. I agree totally 
and see how such a mandate would 
justify teaching some courses in Fren- 
ch even if the en-rollment in them 
were less than what it is in German. 
L.U. is a bilingual university and is 
merely doing its job. Nevertheless, 
the German community is an impor- 
tant part of this area and we would li- 
ke to have a program for our children 
as well. I would like to think that my 
children could attend L.U., as their 
mother did a few years ago, take Ger- 
man in each of their years there. In 
short, I would like you to leave the 
program the way it is, if not enhance 
it. bj S.A. Kirch hefer, Ph.D..

Answers for Translators and Interpreters 



This letter is in response to the letter in the 
January HeditionofLanixhbyKellyGravelle 
and Dominic Vidmar. 
Dear Kelly & Dominic, 

Thank you for your letter of 
January 1 2th. I am pleased to answer 
your questions. 

First, it should be pointed out 
that the review of the School of Trans- 
lators and Interpreters is part of a lar- 
ger review of a// academic programs 
at L.U. All programs will be categori- 
zed in accordance with the strategic 
plan of the University, using catego- 
ries like: expansion, reduction, revi- 
sion, elimination. It has been recogni- 
zed for some time that this University 
is very overstretched in its capacity 
to provide the wide and broad range 
of courses and programs which we 
would like to provide. It is a univer- 
sity with over 70 programs, not in- 
cluding the Federated Universities. 

Secondly, in the case of elimi- 
nation of any programme, the Ad- 
ministration will indeed make every 
effort possible to accommodate the 
students affected by such a closure 



and will assist them in any way pos- 
sible. 

Thirdly, the argument with 
regard to bilingualism at L.U. is an 
important one. However, I need to 
note that it may well be applied to a 
great majority of our programs which 
are functional in both official lan- 
guages. It is an important criterion in 
examining the centrality of any par- 
ticular program, but it is not the only 
one. 

Fourth, there has been con- 
sultation in many ways and there will 
continue to be such consultation. 
Among the forms of consultation 
which we have had so far meetings 
between myself and each Faculty 
Council on two occasions. On the 
first occasion, the President also at- 
tended in order to explain the proc- 
ess. With regards to programs for 
which the centrality to the University 
was questionable, there were two 
rounds of written consultation avail- 
able to the Program Directors and 
their Dean. In addition, each Pro- 
gram Director was invited to meet 



with ACAPLAN and to discuss di- 
rectly the issue of centrality and the 
future of the programme. Each Fac- 
ulty is represented at the Academic 
Planning Committee of Senate 
(ACAPLAN), at which most of this 
work of assessment and evaluation is 
going on. Students are represented 
on the Academic Planning Commit- 
tee of Senate. They are also repre- 
sented on Faculty Councils. The Vice- 
President has addressed the process 
issues on several occasions at Senate, 
on which students are also repre- 
sented. 

I need also to point out to you 
that the Academic Planning Com- 
mittee of Senate is a senior commit- 
tee, but its role is to make recommen- 
dations. Final decisions on all pro- 
grams, without exception, will and 
should be made by the Senate. 

In addition to all the above 
consultations, there will also be a 
very full round of public presenta- 
tions by the Academic Planning Com- 
mittee and its chair, with regard to its 
upcoming recommendations. This 



round of public presentations and dis- 
cussions will begin as soon as 
ACAPLAN has finalized its recom- 
mendations on all programs. Faculty 
and students will be cordially invited 
to all of these presentations and pub- 
lic discussions. In addition, there 
should be an open meeting of the 
Senate in order to go over the find- 
ings and recommendations once 
again. 

We understand the insecurity 
with which students may have to deal 
in the case of such a vast examination 
of programme priorities and univer- 
sity academic structure. It is also a 
stressful period for Faculty and will 
remain so as long as universities are 
required to focus in fewer areas, with 
fewer resources. 

I can only assure you that the 
ACAPLAN and myself, as well as 
the whole Administration , is attempt- 
ing to respond to this challenge as 
quickly as possible without sacrific- 
ing consultation and collegiality.

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Students Struggle witH MCAT

With graduation only months 
away , med student hopefuls all across 
North America are gearing up for the 
mother of all admissions tests: the 
MCAT (Medical College Admission 
Test). 

This year Canadian students 
will once again write the same, stand- 
ardized American med school ad- 
missions exam as their southern 
neighbors. Questions will be flavored 
with U.S . history and tidbits of Ameri- 
can political culture, entertainment 
and sports trivia. 

Canadian university students 
have long been subject to American 
influence. American textbooks domi- 
nate our library book shelves. Even 
the "spell check" dictionaries on our 
personal computers offer us the 
American version of orthographic 
reality. 

For the most part, these Ameri- 
can invasions are little more than a 
minor annoyance. In the case of the 
American-standardized MCAT, this 
U.S. influence is a deterrent to a fair 
and equal access of Canadian stu- 
dents to medical school admission. 

Queen's University student 
Lisa Calder has written the MCAT 
twice. The first time she wrote the 
test, she was caught off guard by the 
frequent references to such Ameri- 
can icons as the U.S. Congress and 
the American War of Independence. 
"What do I know about the Federal 
Election Commission in the United 



States, or the funding of the U.S. 
congressional campaign of 1986?" 
she wonders. 

The first time that Calder 
wrote the MCAT, she used the G.S.T. 
and other Canadian phenomenon as 
supporting evidence in her final es- 
say. "When I got home, I realized the 
MCAT markers probably had no idea 
what I was talking about," she says. 
(All MCAT's are graded by Ameri- 
can markers.) The second time she 
wrote the MCAT, Calder made a 
concentrated effort to use more 
American examples on the test. "This 
slowed me down considerably," she 
admits, "But I was afraid of coming 
as across as too Canadian." 

Student Alison Brown says 
she found the MCAT"intimidating", 
because she was being compared to 
an entire population of American ap- 
plicants. "I wonder how an American 
student would rate if he/she was 
forced to write a Canadian MCAT?" 
she muses. 

Not surprisingly, the Ameri- 
can MCAT is available in English 
only. This necessarily discriminates 
against a significant'segment of the 
Canadian student population. Franco- 
phone students are required to write 
the test in English, even though their 
understanding of the exam questions 
and content may be severely handi- 
capped. 

The American MCAT creates 
many other inconveniences for Ca- 
nadian students as well. Canadian 
medical school candidates will soon 
discover that there is no 1 -800 to call 
for MCAT information. Students 
must fork out the money for the some- 
times-lengthy, long distance calls to 
California where questions are an- 



swered regarding the admissions 
exam. No Canadian MCAT office 
exists. 

In order to register for the 
MCAT, Canadian students must get 
a money order withdrawn from a 
U.S. bank, which frequently proves 
challenging. Student Lisa Calder fi- 
nally registered herself through a 
downtown post office. 

And of course it goes without 
saying (but we'll say it anyway) that 
the U.S. registration fee also puts the 
financial squeeze on Canadian stu- 
dents, who must cough up an extra 
$75 (Canadian) to cover the differ- 
ence between the U.S. and Canadian 
dollar. 

When asked why a Canadian 
version of the MCAT is unavailable, 
university officials cite lack of fund- 
ing as the principle reason. The im- 
provement of Canadian MCAT 
scores, however, would lead to an 
increased rate in Canadian accept- 
ances to the best medical schools in 
North America. In the long run, the 
pay-off will be well-worth the initial 
investment. 

The disadvantages of the 
American MCAT for Canadian uni- 
versity students are numerous. The 
greatest drawback, however, is the 
fact that we Canadians must once 
again swallow our national pride and 
succumb to the almighty American 
standard. 

Is realistic for Canadian stu- 
dents to expect their own version of 
the MCAT in the future? 

As we have seen in the past, if 
the protest is great enough, students 
do have the power to change the 
system.Which leave the ball in our 
proverbial court. Anyone game?

was needed. 

Not surprisingly it was the U 
of G The Women's Resource Centre 
Collective's response in the paper 
which made me laugh.

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Royal Commission Of Learning Provides A Blueprint 



For Changing Ontario Schools

Toronto — The five-member Royal 
Commission on Learning, in a unani- 
mous report released Thursday, un- 
veiled a new vision for education in 
Ontario. The report, entitled For the 
Love of Learning, provides a blue- 
print for changing Ontario schools to 
equip all students for the challenges 
of the 21st century. 

Signaling the necessity to take 
bold new steps the four-volume, 550- 
page report is accompanied by an 
interactive CD ROM version as well 
as an 83-page short version. Com- 
missioners Monique B6gin, Gerry 
Caplan, Manisha Bharti, Avis Glaze 
and Dennis Murphy presented their 
report earlier in the day to Education 
and Training Minister Dave Cooke. 

"This is a report that is both 
idealistic and practical," said co-chair 
B6gin. "There is no question that, 
even taking into account the eco- 
nomic situation, we have capacity to 
forge a truly excellent, high quality 
education system. This is what thou- 
sands of Ontarians, parents and stu- 
dents alike, told us they expect. De- 
spite the apparently contradictory de- 
mands made of the school system, we 
sensed a substantial agreement: peo- 
ple want to do what is best for our 
youngsters. It won't be easy, but it's 
possible. The only question is whether 
we have the will to start, and I believe 
we do." 

"Our bottom line is that we 
want the vast majority of Ontario 
students to complete high school as 
literate, knowledgeable, creative and 
committed young men and women. 
Our recommendations are geared to 
ensuring they know how solve prob- 
lems, and think logically and criti- 
cally. They will be able to communi- 
cate articulately, work cooperatively, 
and most importantly, will have 
learned how to learn," said co-Chair 
Caplan. "All our recommendations 
are designed to help every Ontario 
student reach this goal. But we have 
a long way to go." 

The Commission makes 167 
recommendations to produce sweep- 
ing change in the education system. 
Recognizing that conventional tools 
of school reform are not enough to 
change Ontario's massive educational 
system, the Commission redefines 
the primary and shared responsibili- 
ties of schools and recommends four 
fundamental 'educational engines.' 
The four engines are: 




1. Teacher Professionalization and 
Development No serious reform of 
schools is possible without the enthu- 
siastic participation of teachers. 
Teachers are the heroes of education, 
but they must have greater support in 
playing their vital and difficult roles. 
The Commission recommends that 
teacher preparation be extended from 
one to two years, and, in recognition 
of the need to continually update 
knowledge and skill, that professional 
development be mandatory that all 
educators. An Ontario College of 
Teachers should be established as an 
independent professional body to de- 
termine professional standards and 
be responsible for certifying teachers 
and for accrediting teacher education 
programs. 

2. Community Alliances Overbur- 
dened teachers cannot be as effective 
as they need to be with their primary 
role: enhancing students' intellec- 
tual competence. Community re- 
sources — parents, community, or- 
ganizations, social agencies, business 
and unions, religious, cultural and 
athletic groups — must share the 
non-academic tasks. The Commis- 
sion recommends that every school 
create a school-community council, 
with staff, parents, students and com- 
munity representatives, to better link 
school and community. At the pro- 
vincial level there must be compre- 
hensive reform of policy and pro- 
grams for children for more effective 
co-ordination of services. 

3. Early Childhood Education The 
Commissioners recommend that the 
province offer school readiness pro- 
grams for all three-year -olds whose 
parents wish to enroll them. Such 
early learning can positively affect a 
child's success in school — children 
who experience high quality pro- 
grams not only gain competence and 
coping skills, but also develop posi- 
tive attitudes to learning. A secure, 
supportive learning environment at 
an early age is also a way of making 
sure that all kids have the same op- 



portunities and that learning prob- 
lems can be identified and addressed. 
4. Information Technology In a 
world where computer literacy is 
becoming as essential as print lit- 
eracy, information technology offers 
boundless promise. With the guid- 
ance of knowledgeable and well-pre- 
pared teachers, information technol- 
ogy is a powerful new tool that can 
re-shape the traditional nature of 
teaching and learning. Students can 
learn new problem-solving tech- 
niques as well as higher-order ana- 
lytic and critical thinking skills. They 
also have access to 
worlds of informa- 
tion beyond the 
classroom un- 
dreamed of until 
now. Government 
and business must 
cooperate to pro- 
vide schools with 
network links and 
appropriate techno- 
logical resources. 

Beyond these four 'engines' 
the report makes further recommen- 
dations, all based on the overriding 
question: Do they improve teaching 
and learning?

Since the Commission was 
established on May 5, 1 993, the Com- 
missioners have listened to 1 400 sub- 
missions in 27 centres across the prov- 
ince and examined 3600 additional 
presentations. As well, the Commis- 
sion conducted a special youth 
outreach program, reviewed the re- 
search in the field, met with experts 
and scrutinized education systems in 
many other jurisdictions. 

The Commission recom- 
mends that the next step is for the 
government to appoint an autono- 
mous implementation committee to 
oversee the recommendations.

Credit Transfer Guide First For Ontario

For the first time, Ont. stu- 
dents will have a guide that will give 
them the information they need for 
transferring credits between college 
and university, Dave Cooke Minister 
of Education and Training announced 
today. 

The Ont. Transfer Guide: A 
Guide to Transfer Agreements 
Among Ontt. Colleges and Univer- 
sities, provide general information 
on admissions for students who are 
enrolled or who have graduated from 
an Ont. college and want to apply to 
university. The guide lists details of 



specific transfer arrangements be- 
tween Ont. colleges and universities, 
as well as arrangements Ont. col- 
leges have made with degree grant- 
ing institutions outside of the prov- 
ince. The guide also provides a list- 
ing of programs at colleges and uni- 
versities where students can earn both 
a diploma and a degree, for example 
a diploma in Arts Administration and 
an Honours Bachelor of Fine Arts. 

"Over the last four years we ' ve 
encouraged the development of closer 
ties between our colleges and univer- 
sities to increase student's access to 
post secondary education and to make 
it easier for students to move from 
college to university and vice versa," 
said Cooke. "This guide reflects the 



growing cooperation that is taking 
place between our post secondary in- 
stitutions in promoting student mobi- 
lity and access and I hope that it will 
form the foundation for further dis- 
cussion and improvements in this 
area." 

The Ont. Transfer Guide was 
developed by the Assoc, of Colleges 
of Applied Arts and Technology, Ont. 
(ACAATO), the Council of Ont. 
Universities and the Ministry of Edu- 
cation and Training. 

Professor Terence Grier, 
President of Ryerson Polytechnic 
University and a member of the steer- 
ing committee for the transfer guide 
project said, "In an era where the 
ability to adapt and learn new skills 



continually will be essential, we must 
continue to work to provide as many 
opportunities and choices as possible 
for students to further their educa- 
tional needs." 

"A great deal of work is tak- 
ing place at the program level in 
developing transfer agreements be- 
tween college and university aimed 
at providing a vast range of post sec- 
ondary opportunities," said John 
Saso, President of Niagara College 
and Chair of ACAATO's Council of 
Presidents. "This guide will give 
high school, college and university 
students an extremely useful tool for 
planning options for their future post 
secondary education." 

The need to improve the op- 
portunities for students to move be- 
tween colleges and universities was 



identified in Vision 2000: A Review 
of the Mandate of Ont. Colleges. 

This theme was again emphasized in 
the Report of the Task Force on Ad- 
vanced Training entitled. No Dead 
Ends.

Guide will be sent to high schools, 
public libraries, colleges and univer- 
sities and key educational organiza- 
tions throughout the province. Cop- 
ies will also be available through 
Publications Ont.

Three years ago on what was 
probably a rainy day in Vancouver, 
something peculiar happened.

Ledwidge, are only examples of 
SubPop's (their label and also once 
that of some band called Nirvana) 
twisted sense of humour. Ledwidge 
describes their sound more as "mu- 
sic your parents would like" or "easy 
listening for the 90's." Like Michael 
Bolton and Anita Baker? No, more 
like the Turtles' or the Byrds' sing- 
ing and harmonies, but a little more 
updated like, say, if David Lynch did 
Annette and Frankie movies. 

Being new and inexperienced 
in the studio, the band considers them- 
selves lucky to have enlisted former 
Grape of Wrath Kevin Kane to tweak 
the knobs on their new release "Look 
What the Rookie Did." Kane stum- 
bled upon their first tape by accident 
and, being no stranger to harmonies, 
"topp[ed] off this hot fudge sundae 
of rock with whipped cream." 

The future looks bright for 
this merry quintet. They are looking 
forward to a spring SubPop tour with 
east coast label mates Hardship Post. 
Ledwidge worries, however, about 
restricting the band to Canadian ex- 
posure and hopes to be able to tour 
the United States again like they did 
earlier with The Fastbacks.

Lady Vees Devastate Ottawa Region

Last weekend the Lady Vees 
Basketball team celebrated the return 
of Sue Stewart by mercilessly blow- 
ing out their opposition in the Ottawa 
region. The Carleton Ravens received 
a severe beating as the Vees took 
their end of the score into the century 
mark to win 102-32. The Ottawa Gee 
Gees fared little better against Lau- 
rentian as they fell by a score of 83- 
39. On Friday our squad headed into 
Carleton buoyed by the return of Sue 
Stewart after a lengthy controversy 
over her eligibility was at least par- 
tially over. Several teams had 
launched protests against the inclu- 
sion of Stewart on the Voyageurs as 
a fifth-year player, arguing that her 
year spent in semi-pro play in Europe 
should have resulted in the loss of her 
final year of eligibility. Coach Ennis 
saw things differently, pointing out 
that, while soccer and hockey impose 
those penalties, no such rule was on 
the books for basketball. The initial 
ruling went against Laurentian Uni- 
versity and Sue sat out for a period of 
time while Ennis appealed the deci- 
sion. On Thursday the team received 
word from the CIAU that Sue had 
been granted a compassionate ap- 
peal; that is, that Stewart had been 
cleared of any suspicions of inten- 
tional wrong-doing and would be al- 
lowed to play. 

However, all was not yet rosy 
with the Lady Vees Basketball team 
at the provincial level. The OWIAA 
indicated that Laurentian would be 
penalized for the three games Stewart 
played in at the beginning of the 
season, before the first judgement 
was made. By taking those three wins 
from the team, however, Ennis be- 
lieves that the OWIAA "not only 
penalizes us, but they have penalized 
the rest of the league as well." 

The Western Mustangs look 
to be the worst affected. Currently 



leading the OWIAA West division, 
the Mustangs would most likely end 
up facing the powerhouse Lady Vees 
in the semi-finals of the tournament 
if the imposed penalties remain. As 
only the top two teams will head to 
the CIAU's, Western, although a top- 
ten ranked team, would fail to qualify. 
The prospects of a wild-card berth 
are also slim since the Nor'Westers, 
as hosts, are automatically given an 
Ontario slot. Coach Ennis has ap- 
pealed the OWIAA decision, obvi- 
ously for his own team's situation, 
but also because of the disruption 
which will be caused within the 
league. There seems to be some dis- 
parity between the CIAU granting 
Laurentian's appeal and the 
OWIAA 's late imposition of a pen- 
alty, causing interested observers 
(read: Lady Vees fans) to plead for 
the national and provincial levels of 
varsity sports to get their acts to- 
gether. But, after all of the week's 
games with league decisions, the Lady 
Vees still had a couple of games to 
play on the court. The return of Sue 
Stewart sparked an all-out impres- 
sive effort on behalf of the entire 
team. Ennis said his team "played 
very hard all game, with exception- 
ally good defence all weekend. We 
were a little looser than when we 
played at home against Carleton." 

The pace of Friday's game 
was steady on both sides of the score- 
board. Laurentian led Carleton 48- 1 6 
at the half, and continued to build up 
the score with sensational defence 
until the^'produced their 102-32 fi- 
nal. Joy McNichol obatained 35 
points on the night, while the well- 
rested Stewart added 31 points and 
Dianne Norman contributed another 
20 to the cause. 

On Saturday Ennis 
complimented the tandem of Dianne 
and Joy on their teamwork. "Di was 



really feeding the ball well to Joy, 
andtheteamsobviouslycouldn'than- 
dle Joy over the weekend." McNichol 
had a 30 point performance against 
Ottawa, while Dianne had an 1 8 point, 
7 rebound night. Sue calmed down 
on Saturday night with a 16 point 
performance, but Ennis praised her 
all-round play saying that "Sue cre- 
ates opportunities for the team." The 
only criticism he had of his team's 
play over the weekend was outlining 
a need for more scoring from the 
perimeter. "We're passing up shots 
that we should be taking," said Ennis, 
"and looking too much to the inside 
for production." Overall, however, 
last weekend was a very positive 
experience for the Lady Vees, as they 
improved their record to 8-0 (5-0 
pending the OWIAA decision) with 
authority and with Sue Stewart. The 
team looks foward to their home 
games this weekend, Friday against 
Ottawa at 6:30 and Sunday against

Stu Duncan, Chair of Interuniversity Athletics, and Joe Greco, 
Manager of Promotions and Fundraising for Varsity Athletics, an- 
nounced on Wednesday, February 1st that Pinnacle Sports will be the 
Official Sponsor and Bryston's On The Park will be the Secondary 
Sponsor for Laurentian. It was also announced that local station 
MCTV would be coming on board to strengthen ties with and increase 
exposure of Varsity Athletics. 

Pinnacle Sports' owner Adrian Gedye, a varsity swimmer 
from 1988-92, "remembers some of the hardships of varsity life, like 
spending three hours on a yellow bus." A supplier of sports equipment, 
Pinnacle Sports has previously sponsored various local teams and 
triathletes, but Gedye called his relationship with Laurentian "a big 
commitment, . . that will be rewarding both for business and the varsity 
teams." He expressed hopes that the new sponsorships will enable the 
two scheduled women's varsity teams, soccer and volleyball, to get 
off the ground next year. 

Levko Rohatyn, a partner in Bryston's On The Park, played 
soccer for the Voyageurs over twenty years ago, but still displays a 
special fondness for L.U.'s varsity teams. Rohatyn believes that "the 
only way that varsity athletics is going to survive is to become self- 
sufficient," and cited that belief as the primary motivation for becom- 
ing the Secondary Sponsor. 

While the sponsorships have been announced for initially only 
one season, Gedye expressed that he was "confident that this is a long- 
term relationship," while Rohatyn declared that Bryston's On The 
Park is "going to be around for a long time." While individual teams 
have increasingly been decorating their programs with sponsor's 
names and logos, the major corporate support of the Official and

Let The Backboards Hide

The Men's Basketball Voy- 
ageurs won one and lost one on last 
weekend's trip to our nation's capi- 
tal. On Saturday the Vees overcame a 
fourteen point deficit at the half to 
smoke the Ottawa Gee Gees 77-63, 
while Sunday 's afternoon game ended 
in a disappointing loss to the Carle- 
ton Ravens, 73-72. 

The weekend started out on a 
bizarre note for the Voyageurs as 
they were originally scheduled to play 
their first game on Friday at Carleton. 
During warm-ups, however, one of 
the Ravens smashed a backboard and 
Carleton was caught without a quick 
and effective replacement system. 
After a lengthy delay the game was 
rescheduled for Sunday afternoon. 

On Saturday the weekend ap- 
peared to continue to hurl misfortune 
at the Voyageurs. Thefirsthalf of the 
game ended with the beleagured Vees 
down 47-33, an improvement on the 
19 points they were behind at one 
point in the first half. 

Coach Campbell blamed the 
lacklustre half on a combination of 
shoddy defence — "Ottawa's Dave 
Reid and Clarence Porter had 16 and 
1 4 points in the first half, which meant 
that we were letting them do what- 
ever they wanted to us" — and on the 
Vees' inability to shoot well. 33 points 
in a half is hardly the pace for a 
winning strategy. 

In the second half, the Voy- 
ageurs forged a dramatic reversal of 
fortune to win the game by a fourteen 
point margin. Campbell said the main 
differences in the Vees' play were 
that "we changed our defence a little, 
and our shots started to fall." It took 
a couple of runs and a long steady 
climb until finally, with about 6 min- 
utes left in the game, Laurentian 
seized the lead. 

From there the Voyageurs 
continued their determined play and 
capped the game by winning it with a 
solid margin of victory. It was a great 
half, and Coach Campbell mused that 
"if we could package that in a 40 
minute game, we could play with 




anybody." 
Brad Hann 
led the team 
with a 21- 
point effort, 
while Cory 
Bailey of- 
fered 1 8 
points and 
Shawn 
Swords 
added 16 to 
the Lauren- 
tian cause. 

O n 
Sunday after- 
noon the 
Men's Bas- 
ketball team 
finally got to 
play the 
Ravens. With 
the new 
backboard 
firmly af- 
fixed, the 
Voyageurs 
entered the 
game hot, but 
quickly 
cooled to 
match the frigid Ottawa weather. 

"We started to take off on the 
Ravens in the first half, then got 
sloppy, and watched our lead gradu- 
ally slipping away," exclaimed 
Campbell. The first half ended in a tie 
at 39 points. 

The second half saw more of 
the same for the Vees. Very little 
went right for our Voyageurs as the 
inferior Ravens continued to match 
our pace. Carleton dominated the 
boards, collecting 52 rebounds to 
Laurentian's 22, and the Vee players 
hit an ugly streak at the line in the 
second half, getting only 1 out of a 
possible 8 points from the free throw 
line. 

All of this added up to the 
Voyageurs being up by 1 point with 
23 seconds to go, with possession of 
the ball, and what should have been a 
victory. However, the Ottawa icecon-

tinued to affect the Laurentian play- 
ers as their ball was stripped, result- 
ing in a Ravens basket as well as a 
foul. The Vees gathered in the re- 
bound on the resulting missed free 
throw, moved the ball up the court 
into Bailey's hands. . . and no basket. 

Laurentian lost 73-72 to Car- 
leton, in a game in which Cory Bai- 
ley was the leading scorer with 19 
points, with Brad Hann close behind 
at 18. Questioned about the absence 
of perennial scoring machine Shawn 
Swords from the list, Campbell said 
simply that "Swords had a rough 
game." 

The next Voyageur action 
occurs on Friday, February 10, when 
Laurentian hosts Ottawa at 8: 1 5 pm, 
followed by a 2:00 pm game on Sun- 
day against the York Yeomen at the 
Ben Avery Gym.
